Plucking the hair from the side of the guinea pig for placing a patch on the skin.

The hair must be plucked rather than shaved, which would cause skin irritation, or use of depliatory cream, which may 
interfere with the patch. The procedure takes approximately two minutes. Anesthesia can not be used as 
immunosuppression as a result of anesthesia is a well-documented phenomenon, and can last up to seven days. As the 
study is looking for an immune response, this is unacceptable.
